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CARTOONS AND COMMENTS. 


UPPOSE it were proposed to give, in the city of New York, a grand 
public dinner, the grandest ever given, in honor of some great event 
or achievement in which every one of her citizens must be interested 

—the completion of the new aqueduct, for instance, or the preservation of 
the town from the bombardment of a foreign fleet. The proposition would 
be made, as such propositions usually are, by a self-appointed committee 
of perhaps two dozen prominent citizens, the men of distinction and wide 
acquaintance who take such matters in charge, who have had experience 
in this delicate and arduous work, and who are generally looked to as the 
proper men to perform such functions. 
* : * 

These two dozen citizens, we will suppose, have taken the work in 
hand. The first thing they have to do is to draw up lists of other citizens, 
equally or less prominent, who shall fitly represent all classes and con- 
ditions, all trades and professions, all sects and nationalities among New 
York’s solid men who are entitled to appear in public upon so honorable an 
occasion. In order to do this work perfectly, the two dozen citizens of the 
committee would divide themselves into various sub-committees, each to 
select names representative of some special class, or profession, or nation- 
ality. The Sub-Committee on Citizens of Foreign Birth would be one of 
the most important of these committees. It would be selected with great 
care. Only men of age, tact, and broad experience would dare to accept a 
place upon it. 

* . * 

We will suppose that this sub-committee is formed. There are five 
sub-committee-men. Each one is a member of half a dozen clubs, a dozen 
‘‘societies” or ‘‘associations,” and each one has aided in getting up dozens 
of public dinners, large and small. 

««We will take up the German-Americans first, gentlemen,” says the 
Chairman; ‘I believe we have between two and three hundred thousand 
of them. Please suggest your names.” 

Everybody says ‘*Carl Schurz.” 
Then come six or eight names more. 
names begin to come, in this way: 

‘«T don’t know him personally ; but Mr. is a very prominent man.” 

“Isn’t Mr. the most important man in the trade?” 

«‘T have met him only once, but Mr. is a most interesting man.” 


Down goes Mr. Schurz’s name. 
Then there is a pause. Then the 























‘¢Dr. is one of the first men in the profession.” 

‘‘I suppose that the most important German in the business is 
Mr. ——..” 

‘‘Don’t any of you know Mr. ? He’s a splendid speaker, I’m 
told.” 
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«We'll take up the French list,” says the Chairman. 

‘Frederick Coudert,” says everybody. Then come the six or eight 
familiar names. Then the same hesitancy; the same marshaling of names 
that are names only to the old, widely acquainted New Yorkers on the 
committee. 

‘¢The Irish list,” cries the Chairman, in despair. ‘‘There were 
200,000 of them here at the last census. There must be 400,000 now.” 

«« Eugene Kelly,” says everybody. But, somehow, with the Irish list, 
it is rather a question of what names shall be excluded than of what names 
shall be included — there are more than enough names with a familiar ring 
to them. But the English and the Scotchmen and the Italians and the 
Spaniards and the Portuguese and the Russians and the Danes and the 
Swedes and the Norwegians and the Hollanders and the Greeks have very 
few names that suggest an agreeable personality to these bright, popular, 
prominent New Yorkers, who have been all their lives glad to know any- 
body and everybody who was worth knowing, and who never have dreamed 
of refusing their friendship to a man who deserved and desired it, with no 
better reason to give than that he was not of their nationality.

Are there, then, so few Germans, so few Frenchmen, so few English- 
men, so few Irishmen, so few Scotchmen, so few Italians, so few Spaniards, 
so few Portuguese, so few Russians, so few Danes, so few Swedes, so few 
Norwegians, so few Dutch, so few Greeks in this great cosmopolitan city 
that the old and well-informed inhabitants can not think of a fair number 
of each nationality who are sufficiently well-bred and dignified to stand for 
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their element of the population at a great representative festival? Not at 
all. ‘There are foreigners enough, and foreigners enough suitable for the 
position. But the New Yorker does not know them, for they do not care 
to know the New Yorker. He will find plenty of brilliant, interesting, 
worthy men among the foreigners in New York. But, if he desires to seek 
them, he must look for the Germans in the German clubs, for the French- 
men in the French clubs, and for the men of each nationality in its own 
large or small social congregation, segregated from the body of the people 
as though a religious difference set them apart, and not the mere accident 
of birth. And we would be willing to wager that if there are six prosper- 
ous, intelligent Montenegrins dwelling in New York City, they meet one 
night of each week in the house of one of their number, and spend the eve- 
ning in good old Montenegrin fashion. And we will wager further, that if 
any one of the six brought a native American to such a gathering, the 
American would be received with every courtesy and kindness, but the 
introducing Montenegrin would be regarded with doubt and suspicion from 
that time forth by his fellow-Montenegrins,

Why should this state of things exist? Why —for instance — should 
the Germans of New York support five or six strictly German clubs, whose 
weakth and luxury make them worthy of any city inthe world? Why should 
there be a little German city in this big city of New York —and a little 
French city, and a little Italian city, and a little Spanish city, and so on? 
Why should the German, who is a good and faithful American citizen in 
public affairs, remain a German in all social matters —trading only with 
Germans, dealing only with Germans, associating only with Germans? 
Why should the French form a French colony, and the Spaniards a 
Spanish colony? This sort of thing is well enough for our good friends 
the English residents, who refuse to be naturalized, and content themselves 
with complaining that the Irish vote has too much influence. But why 
should our friendlier friends who have taken oath of allegiance to the 
United States, and renounced all foreign ties —why should they live the 
social lives of exiles among a well-disposed people? 

* " * 

There is no adequate reason why these things should be. Yet — so 
they are in New York, and in hundreds of other towns and cities through- 
out the country. It is not because the native American refuses to associate 
with the foreigner. Wherever an alien-born citizen accepts the social 
ethics as he accepts the political ethics of this country, he is made welcome, 
and he has as good a chance as any American for popularity and affection 
— as witness the names mentioned above. Yet this clannish subdivision 
of foreign-born citizens remains the rule, here and elsewhere; and in New 
York it has done much to weaken, if not to destroy, local public spirit. 

* 


We can well understand that a naturalized American citizen may loy- 
ally and honestly retain a tender memory of his Vater/and or his Patrie : 
that he may prefer skat or Piguet to poker or whist: that he may like 
gulyds better than mutton stew, or Aaté de foies gras better than boned 
turkey. But that he should let his early predilections and prejudices keep 
him from free and cordial association with the people with whom he has 
cast his lot, we can zo¢ understand. 

Our foreign fellow-citizens are missing a great deal of fun.
